Where timothy comes a poor stand 
or is thinned by dry weather the sod 
can be much improv ed by using the 
harrow and sowing more of the tim- 
ot hy. 
In September take a heav y tooth 
harrow and giv e the sod a good har­ 
rowing. 
When the perfect stand is obtain­ 
ed see that the weeds do not get to 
make seed, which will kill out 
the 
gras« next year. 
Meadows treated in this way don’t 
become thin and worthless but im­ 
prov e for years. 
Most farmers think the sowing of 
the seed the most important part in 
getting a good meadow. It is well to 
do the seeding well, hut more often 
the stand is lost from some 
other 
cause. 


Grass fields can he much improv ­ 
ed with a cov ering of manure. This 
should he done in the fall or early 
winter. I’se a m a nure spreader and 
giv e the field a thin spread of fine 
manure. 
Coarse manure, where spreading 
is done in the spring, will sometimes 
leav e an odor on the hay. Spreading 
in the fall is always best. The soil is 
then in better 
condition for 
work 
and winter rains carry tho manure 
int the « oil.
